Jessie Underwood Fatally Shot at West
Point While Resisting Arrest

HE ATTEMPTED TO MURDER THE OFFICER

Two Hullets Nooesaary to End the Desper-

Jesse Utiderwood. nilas Jim Davis, the de-
conscd, wis an agent fn the house of prostis
tutton run by Maggio St Clalr, About
two months wyo Undorvood wis
arrested by the marshal on the above
ghurge, and  secured his  convietlon,
and sinee then Underwood hue beon walting
or tn opportunity to *do up tho marshal'
{J‘Iidcl‘“‘t]'.'ll waos consldered o bad man on
genoral principles, and being an exeeption:
nlly well asvelnped man, peoplo somewhnt
fen rd bim,  Last ovening matters culmin-
ated by Underwood aud bis mistress, Maggie
81, Clair, muking the vounds of the saloons
and miking dire threats ugainst Muarshal
Stms, Abvout 11 o'clock tne couple went
to thelr resort, when the marshal heard
of thelr copers, and procoedad to the huusoe
to wrreet Underwood, A flght ensued in the
frout room fn which the bunging lamp was
smasied and mwatters upset generally. In
the scramble Underwood throw the marshal
fown nnd was choking him. ‘T'he marshal
bus but oue hond and being of slight
butld was nov cupable of grappling
with his powerful assailunt, Tho
marshal begged Underwood to let loose
mis grip on s throat, that ho noed
not koot bim, but this wus  his opportunity
to carry out his threat of vongeauce, aud he
was improving it

1 ho marthal saw at & glance 1t was simply
A gquestion of who would be kiiled frat, so he

ulted the triggor of his d5-calibre selfcock-
ng revoluer and fired, tho ball penetrating
Underwood's abdomen just two inches
to the right of the navel The
ball  was alterward found just
under the &kin m his pnck, it
having gone through bis body. This shot
dia not phinze Underweod, but he cum_lnuud
choking Mnrshal Sims, when Grant Neligh
pppoared on the scene and dragged Undor-
wood off the murshal and out of doors,

All this fighting occurred in the front
rnom, Onei out, the fight was about to be
rosumad, as Upnderwood sturted again for tho
marshal. Sims thereupon Mfred another
ehot trom his revolver ioto lUinderwood, the
binll steiking him near the heart, The latter
turnod baek and passed through the house to
the rear of the puillding, where he fell uncon-
solous and $o remained until he oxpived.
Shoriff Gallen was upon tho soene immedl-
ately and pleked up tho limp form, and to-
gother with William Breitinger and your
correspondont sarried tho the bedy into the
house upon & bed, where he expired at mid-
night, just forty-five minutes after being
shot. fle never rogoined consclousness.

Underwood's mistress, Magglo St Claiv,
who was prosont at tho shooting, went into
hysterles and faipted 8 dozon times. In f
sfiort whiletwo women from acnother houso
of prostitution cumoe in aud consoled hor, and
Inter on teok the hysterioal female to
thelr bagnio.

Publie foeling 1s decidediy with  City
Marshal Sims, as he has boen making a good
recora in keeping the inmates of the housea
of illfume within proper bounds, Underwood
was o young mun and o gisnt in physiquo,
but was u moral leper,

M. J. Hughos was immedintely appointed
temporary marshal and took chargo of the
clty marshal and carca for mattors generally.
Sheriff James H, Gullen wok churgoe of the
body until morning.

The coroner's Ingoest complotely exoner-
ated Mursball Sims for the killing.

Frow the roport It 1a noted that
the entlre amount to bo apportioned atmong
the several countios fs 319,458,607, Of this
gmount 111,320,580 Is derived from interest
on county boods, 105,247,530 from interest on
unpaid principal sehool lands, $81,530.50 from
school land loascs, 857,400,480 fromn state taxes,
£13, 050,649 from intorost on atate
bouds. The total amount is apportioned
among the several countios of the state In
proportion to the number of school childron
in ench, There nrein tho state 383,115 clil-
dren of school nge, and the npportionment
gives a fraction over U5 cents to cach scholar,

FIGHTING WOMEN.

An OfMiolnd Account of the Amnzons of the
King of Dahomey,

M. Jean Bayol, who lins figured as the
representative of Frunce at the court of
his majesty, the king of Dahomey, says
the New York Sun, furnishes us with
probably the first trustworthy nccount
that wo have ever had of the famous
amuzons of that mighty monarch, The
ontire military forces of the king
amount to about 22,000 only. The
amazons numbar 1,600, Thay are re-
erulted among the daughters of the
chiefs, and also among the youny iady
captives of his majosty. Their urhl’nrm
consists of a jacket without sleaves,
very short trousers, and a tunic,
Thelr oaps are ornamented
with a piece of embroidory
representing  some  beast or  rop-
tile. the crocodiie being the favorite.
They are divided into two battnlions
under the command of a distinguished
lady renowned in the country for her
decds of daring and her skill in killing
the enemies of her sovercign., The
amazons necompany tho king when he
goes to war, and they fight under his
orders alone. Their courage is nbove
kn-ual'. and thair ferocity, nccording to
M. Bayol, surpasses anything that can
be imagined. He witnessed the human
sncriflees nt Abomey, and here is his de-
seription of the exploit of one of the
Amnzons:

*1 saw a man brought in on an nkoko,
the baggnge carrying contrivance which
the negroes use in teansporting their
enlabash or their pots of palm oil. The
unfortunate man was bound and gagged,
and a bluek eap coverad his face to thae
nose, T'wo big negroes earrying this
burden halted before the king, who
spoke to the mingan (execut oner), The
lutter then neked the crowd of spectators
It it would be o gopd thing to sacrifico
this man in the honor of the memory of
the preceding monarch, The crowd
responded in the affirmative, whereupon
the king declured that he would sond
the man to his father. The exccu-
tioner then gnve the doomed man
al sorls of messnges for 1the
defunct  king. Then « the victim
wins  Lthrown upon the ground, An
amazon aboul 20 year: old advanced
boldly toward him, They wanted to put
her to the test for she was o new recruit
and had not as yet killed anybody.
With her shavp edged saber, which she
held in both hnads, she sirtick the un-
fortunate messengor three blows on the
neck, Then she quletly chopped of the
lnst picces of flesh that still held the
head to the trunk, after which she care-
fully wiped her snber and rvetived to the
ranls, The head was taken intothe
king's palace and the body tossed into o
trench,™

Oliver Curtis Perry, the norviest of
modern rohbers, has been sentenced by
Judge Willinm Rumsey, in Rochester,

Y., to forty=ning years and three
months’ conlinement in Auburn prison,

Perry, it will be remembered, held up
n Now York Central express train last
February In the most approved style,
directing the anetions of its conductor
and engineer and overcoming the ex-
press messenger’s resistance after a
fierce duel. Then he sought to escape
by seizing a locomotive and gpeeding
awny pursued by an engine-load of
armoed men on a parallel track, Finally,
after n running auel for several miles,
he took to the country roads, holding up
furmers for vehicles and meals as he
found usa for them.

Perry ‘alcudml guilty to five indict-
ments. Jeducting the full amount of
commutation for good behavior, the sen-
tenco will aggregato twenty-nine vears,
four months und twenty-threo diye. Ho
is 20 yenrs old now, and consequently he
will be upwards of 55 then.

It is understood that Perry, despite
the advice of counsel, refused nbsolutely
to plead guilty until he had been ns
sured that nbout 8300 in his possession
wt the time ho was arrested und the
whole extensive and carefully selected
arsenal should remain his {ndivlduul
proporty.
